Facilities 
were always over crowded, foud 
could be issued only at a sub- 
slstence ' level, and In spite of 
everything. we cauld do progress

‘As usual, individunls ‘with no 
responsibility in the matter, their 
humanitarian impulses outraged 
by conditions that were {re- 
quently beyond help, began 
carrying to America tales of in- 
difference, negligence, and cal~ 
Jousness on the . part 
troops. Generally these 
were lies. The thousunds of men 
assigned to the job of rescuing 
the DPs and organising relict for 
them were Americans. They were 
given every, facility and assis- 
tance the Army could provide, 
and they were genuinely con- 
cerned in doing their utmost for 
these unfortunaotes of the earth 
But because ‘perfection could 
not be achieved some so-called 
Investigators was a golden chance 
for personal publicity. They did 
at the expense of great numbers 
of Americans who laboured night 
and day to alleviate the averade 
lot of people who had suffered 
so much that thoy: scemed at 
times beyond suffering. 

With commanders and mem: 
bers of my staff I made frequent 
visits to these camps. We 
would spend hours in each, dis. 
covering at first hand what was 
needed or most desired, apd 
supplying these when ever pos» 
sible. 

‘In the months since, great 
improvements have gradually 
been made; but the problems ia 
not yet solved. Of all the dise 
treasing memories that will for- 
ever ‘live with American veterans 
of the war in Europe, none will

First, I urged that civilian 
authority take oyer military 
government of our portion of 
Germany at the carllest possible 
date, I pointed out to the Pre- 
sident and the- Seeretary that, 
while the Army would obvious- 
ly have to stay In control until 
order was assured, the goveri- 
ment of individuals In their nor- 
mal daily lives was not a part of 
military responsibility. I felt that 
no matter how efficiently and de- 
votedly the Army might apply 
{tself to this task, mlsunder- 
standings would certainly arise. 
In the long run American .con- 
cepts. and traditions would . be 
best served by the State Depart- 
ment’s assuming over-all res- 
ponsibillty in Germany, using the 
American Army there merely as 
an. adjunct and supporter of 
elvil authority and policy. In 
principle both the President ‘and 
the Secretary emphatically agreed 
with me and I was encouraged
